terinined, that no perſon within the ſame Pzouince of Wonſter , that either did not offend in 
that Rebellion, oz hauing offended. hath bene foz his offence. thꝛough her mercie duely pardo · 
ned, with a reſtitution of his lands inthe ſame Pardon, ſhall be erpelled oꝛ diſturbed of his pol⸗ 
ſeſion,but that there thalbe with all conuentent ſpeede, due inquifition made by Commilſſto- 
ners, very indiflerent, with great charge and ſufficient authoꝛity. to heare the complaints of 
her Sub ects thus grieued,and to eramine the Titles of all perſonz that ſhall complaine of anp 
moleſtation offered vnto them, by any,claiming any intereſt by grant from her Maieſtie, as of 
lands elcheated. And to this purpoſe, her Wateftie yath with very Pzincely and fauourable 
anſwere diſmilled certaine of herDubiects of thatCountrey, being of good eſtimation with her 
Maiettie, both fo: their good ſeru:ces , and {oz their degrees, who came hither to her Maieſtie 
with their complaints. And ſo ſhee doubteth not, but the reſt being there in Monſter, that map 

pꝛetend cauſe of complaint,ſhalbe reaſonable ſatiſfied with all fauour, as farre foozth as their 
Citles 02 pꝛetences may be pꝛooued to be good and lawtull and not claimedby any colour of 
any fo2ged oꝛ fained Titles to maintaine any their vniuſt claimes. Foz ſo is her Pzincely mind 
diſpoſed, to makeno difference fo2 reſpect of Perſons oz Countrey, againſt Juſtice, eſt 
the Noblemen and good Subiects of that Land, as deare in degree of ſubiection. as any boꝛne 
in England, making no difference bet wixt the one and the other, but accompting them all in 
one equalitie ol ſubiection, and in her duetie betoꝛe God toanſ were toꝛ the weale of both with 
one meaſure of care. And loꝛ aſſurance and teſtimonie ofthis her Maieſties good meaning in fas 
uour of Juſtice, whereof ſhe is Gods chieke Miniſter ouer all her Subiects, ſhee hath both con⸗ 


ceiued,and vttered the ſame with her owne mouth. and ũgned it with herowne hand, and di⸗
